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DETAILED ACTION 

Upon further consideration, Examiner is hereby withdrawing the Ex. Parte Quayle. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 71-88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rath (US 
4,758,785). 

Rath discloses adjusting a shape of a surface of a first of the substrate 16, wherein a first 
plurality of the probes 18 is attached to the surface of the first substrate 16; applying a pull force 
to a first region (area where 16 meets 53) of the first substrate 16 and applying a push force to a 
second region (area where 16 meets 14) of the first substrate 16; applying a plurality of forces 
because there are four 18s on 16; 53 adjusts the shape of 16; 80 imparts different forces. 

Rath fails to disclose another probe, another actuator and applying forces thereto. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide another probe, another actuator and applying forces identical to the first probe 
(such another 16, 18 and 80 as disclosed in the first probe), since it has been held that mere 
duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. St 
Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8. 

Response to Arguments 
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3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 71-88 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
